REMARKS 

Claims 23-26, 28-29 and 31-36 remain in this 
application. Claims 23, 28, 31, and 32 are amended. Claims 
27 and 30 are cancelled. Claims 1-22 have been previously 
cancelled. 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for the detailed study 
of the application and prior art. Applicant files this 
Amendment with amended independent claim 23 that now recites 
that one or more phase shifters are associated with the 
microstrip transmission lines, and independent amended claim 
28, which now recites a metallic plate on which the dielectric 
substrate is supported and a back-short cavity formed within 
the metallic plate at the transition to form the waveguide 
back-short. 

Applicant notes that the amended claims now recite 
allowable subject matter, and the independent claims and 
dependent claims are now in condition for allowance.
